The mayor and Secretary were ap- 
pointed to make arrangements for the 
purchase of a filing cabinet. 

Letters were read from applicants 
for lots now owned by the town for 
non-payment of taxes ‘and the. secre- 
tary was instructed to accept. the 
offers subject to the approval of the 
minister of municipalities, Be 

A letter' was read froin the man- 
ager of the Imperial bank asking the 
council if they would take steps to 
have the debris on the lot ‘adjoining 
the’ bank building here removed, as ‘t 
was the intention of the bank to have 
their building renovated and were 
prevented from’ doing so on account of 
this debris. The secretary .was in- 


structed to notify the owner of the 


property to have same removed,

Makes Good Showing 


Harvesting operation at the Exper- 
imental farm just east-of town are 
F ow completed and the product of this. 
|farmm has been most satisfactory. 

the oat crop averaged 81 bushels to 
‘the acre and would have gone con- 
| siderably higher if, the grain had not 
been put down in spots ' by stormy 
Weather, The alfalfa crop also shows 
a big improve over last year. The 
roots got down further this year and 
£8 a result almost twice As much was 
cul +3 a year ago. In some places

The established~stand of alfalfa on 
the farm is about twenty acres, It is 
sown in thirty inch rows. The yield 
this year will be about two tons per 
acre (otal for both-euttings, On ac- 
count of the interest that is being 
taken in sweet clover it is probable 
that something be done in the way of 
a tryout, for this crop next year, 
though the satisfactory results now’ 
being obtained in fodder production 
both as to quantity and quality make 
the introduction of a perhaps less 
valuable crop unnecessary. : 

Although roots are not yet har- 
vested, they are larger, and show a 
much better yield than last year, 

According to reports this farm for 
the past two years has shown better 
results than any other demonstration 
form in the “province, 

There is also on this farm a herd 

of 50 Jersey cattle, 20 horses and a 
nuimber of brood sows. It is expected 
that a flock of sheep will be ‘added this 
fall, j : 
As a lesson in mixed farming this 
demonstration farm should be éf great 
value to this district. Unfortunately, 
however, our farmers do not appear 
to get any encouragement to take an 
interest in it,
